A  total  of  $3,636,157.00  was  reported 
In  hand  October  7  on  the  Southern 
Baptist  World  Relief  and  Rehabilita¬ 
tion  Appeal  for  $3,500,000.00.  This  fig¬ 
ure  reflects  the  fizuil  report  as  of  the 
date  of  the  closing  of  the  books  of 
the  state  convention  offices  for  the 
month  of  September.  Other  funds 
may  come  in  but  this  report  closes 
the  official  period  of  this  campaign. 

This  over  and  above  offering  of 
more  than  a  million  dollars  a  month 
from  July  through  September  sets  a 
glorious  record  for  Southern  Baptists. 
The  ambitious  goal  of  $3,500,000.00  set 
in  the  Miami  Conventiem  in  May  has 
been  reached  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
almost  no  time  was  permitted  for 
preparation  of  organization,  literature, 
or  publicity.  The  generous  response 
measures  the  greatness  of  the  hearts 
of  Christian  p^ple.  It  is  significant 
that  Southwide  Co-operative  Program 
receipts  have  increased  over  last  year 
during  the  period  set  aside  for  this 
special  appeal. 

Dr.  D.  A.  McCall,  state  secretary, 
and  Dr.  A.  L.  Goodrich,  editor  of 
The  Baptist  Record  should  receive  the 
credit  for  the  fine  record  of  Missis¬ 
sippi.  Through  their  co-operation  and 
leadership  a  total  of  $123,161  00  has 
been  sent  in  from  the  Baptist  church¬ 
es  of  the  state. 

More  than  a  million  dollars  has  al¬ 
ready  been  disbursed  for  relief  as  fol¬

A  total  of  $3,636,157.00  was  reported 
In  hand  October  7  on  the  Southern 
Baptist  World  Relief  and  Rehabilita¬ 
tion  Appeal  for  $3,500,000.00.  This  fig¬ 
ure  reflects  the  final  report  as  of  the 
date  of  the  closing  of  the  books  of 
the  state  convention  offices  for  the 
month  of  September.  Other  funds 
may  come  in  but  this  report  closes 
the  official  period  of  this  campaign. 

This  over  and  above  offering  of 
more  than  a  million  dollars  a  month 
from  July  through  September  sets  a 
glorious  record  for  Southern  Baptists. 
The  ambitious  goal  of  $3,500,000.00  set 
in  the  Miami  Convention  in  May  has 
been  reached  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
almost  no  time  was  permitted  for 
preparation  of  organization,  literature, 
or  publicity.  The  generous  response 
measures  the  greatness  of  the  hearts 
of  Christian  people.  It  is  significant 
that  Southwide  Co-operative  Program 
receipts  have  Increased  over  last  year 
during  the  period  set  aside  for  this 
special  appeal. 

Dr.  D.  A.  McCall,  state  secretary, 
and  Dr.  A.  L.  Goodrich,  editor  of 
The  Baptist  Record  should  receive  the 
credit  for  the  fine  record  of  Missis¬ 
sippi.  Through  their  co-operation  and 
leadership  a  total  of  $123,161.00  has 
been  sent  in  from  the  Baptist  church¬ 
es  of  the  state. 

More  than  a  million  dollars  has  al¬ 
ready  been  disbursed  for  relief  as  fol¬ 
lows:  China,  $810,000;  Europe  (Gen¬ 
eral),  $20,000;  Germany,  $25,000; 
Greece,  $500;  Hungary,  $26,000;  Italy, 
$15,000;  Jamaica,  $5,000;  Japan.  $3,-

Service,  $175,000.  Supplies  shipped 
through  the  channels  of  Church  World 
Service  have  been  distributed  to  Bap¬ 
tists  and  by  BaiRists  in  many  lands.

and  who  are  aggressive  and  pro¬ 
mote  Satan’s  program  diligently. 
It  is  a  shame  that  this  is  true.  And 
it  is  a  cruel  thing  fur  speakers, 
writers,  and  others  to  say  repeat- 
e<lly  that  ‘the  problem  is  one  of 
delinquent  parents’ — as  if  ALL 
parents  were  giddy,  careless,  sel¬ 
fish  and  irresponsible.  Parents 
who  are  trying  these  days  to  rear 
their  children  gently  and  lovingly 
are  having  a  hard  time.  It  but  adds 
to  their  burdens  to  have  such  criti¬ 
cism  heaped  on  them  along  with 
the  ones  who  are  guilty. 

“It  MAY  BE  TRUE  tliat  prac¬ 
tically  all  youth  delinquency  is 
traced  to  ADULT  delinquents.  It 
looks  that  w^.  It  is  the  older  peo¬ 
ple  who  run  the  ‘joints’  where  low 
standards  obtain.  It  is  adults  who 
make  the  movies  that  glorify 
crime,  and  who  make  “easy” 
morals  appear  the  smart  thing.  It 
is  adults  who  make  the  alcoholic 
drinks  which  provide  a  rich  soil  in 
which  all  sin  and  error  may  flou¬ 
rish  in  the  youthful  drinker.  Yes, 
it  may  be  ADULT  delinquency  but 
it  isn’t  PARENTAL  delinquency 
all  the  time!

sons.”  The  plea  of  these  people  is 
for  a  chance  to  complete  their  pre¬ 
paration  to  be  mis.sionaries, 
preachers  and  colporteurs  to  their 
brethren  in  Russia.  They  can  be  ad¬ 
mitted  for  training  if  funds  can 
be  found  to  underwrite  their  ex¬ 
penses.  Passage  to  America  costs 
about  $300  and  the  year  at  the  Bi¬ 
ble  Institute  costs  about  $600. 
Hence  $900  would  bring  a  man 
and  give  him  a  year’s  training  in 
this  land.

“When  the  day  arrived,  all  of  our 
organizations  gathered  at  th»  church 
for  a  Joint  meeting  of  song  and  pray¬ 
er  and  giving.  At  5:00  pm.  we  would 
meet  for  our  first  class  in  our  indi¬ 
vidual  groups.  There  we  would  study 
the  life  of  a  particular  missionary 
or  have  glowing  reports  of  the  work 
that  was  being  carried  on  at  some  def¬ 
inite  field.  Our  eyes  were  opened  to 
the  needs  of  the  people  for  more 
workers,  more  money,  and  more  equip¬ 
ment.  We  were  amazed  to  see  how 
much  our  little  bit  of  offering  could 
do  in  Ood’s  great  program  of  redemp¬ 
tion.  We  began  to  feel  our  responsi¬ 
bility  imd  to  pray  that  Ood  would 
use  us  along  with  our  gifts  to  further 
His  kingdom.  The  people  in  foreign 
lands  became  vivified  and  realistic 
in  our  minds  as  we  heard  true  stories 
about  them  and  as  we  say  pictures 
of  them.  We  were  awakened  to  the 
conditions  in  our  own  country  and 
even  in  our  own  state. 

“At  the'end  of  the  first  class  period 
we  would  have  supper  together  and 
continue  our  study  and  prayer  after¬ 
wards.  Each  of  us  went  away  with  a 
broader  view  of  God’s  world  and  Ood’s 
plan  for  that  world.  In  our  hearts  was 
love,  a  deeper  love,  for  that  world  and 
a  challenge  to  put  that  love  into  ac¬ 
tion.  The  seasons  of  prayer  truly  help¬ 
ed  to  put  ‘the  world  in  our  hearts’." —

The  Home  Mission  Board  comes  now 
to  a  new  century.  Its  face  Is  fronted  2 
toward  the  future.  The  going  on  in  a 
the  past  has  been  glortoos.  The  going  a 
on  today  should  be  more  glortous.  i 
The  Board  was  never  more  prosper-  1 
ous  and  progressive  than  now.  It  has 
recovered  from  the  dismay,  despon-  1 
dency  and  despair  of  the  debt  and  de-  1 
presslon  that  overwhelmed  It  a  few  i 
years  ago.'  and  Is  now  moving  out  in 
an  upward  and  forward-looking  mis¬ 
sion  program  traveling  with  Christ 
towftrds  tomorrow. 

The  Board  has  a  widely  extended 
mission  field  stretching  from  the  sun- 
kissed  shores  of  the  Atlantic  seaboard 
to  the  Golden  Gate  of  the  Pacific. 
This  vast  territory,  together  with  the 
four  western  provinces  of  Cuba,  the 
Canal  Zont,  Panama,  and  Costa  Rica, 
with  a  population  of  smnethlng  like 
fifty  million  people.  Is  the  field  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board. 

A  field  of  service,  however,  is  not 
measured  by  square  miles  alone;  It 
Is  measured  by  the  people  who  live 
In  the  field,  their  needs,  their  require¬ 
ments,  and  their  spiritual  condition 
which  challenge  Christ’s  disciples  to 
carry  them  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

In  this  -field  of  service  there  are  thirty 
million  unchurched  people.  Twenty- 
five  million  of  these  are  in  our  own 
country. 

We  have  in  this  group  of  unchurch¬ 
ed  people  In  our  homeland  1,750,000 
Mexicans;  600,000  Frendi-speaking 
Americans;  650,000  Italians;  250,000 
Indiana;  600,000  Jews;  11,000,000  Neg¬ 
roes;  and  In  Cuba,  Pananut,  and  Costa 
Rica,  at  least  6,060,000— aU  in  need  of 
the  gospel. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  U  plan¬ 
ning  to  do  something  about  this  need- 
It  comes  to  the  new  century  with  hope, 
courage,  and  experience. 

Last  year  was  one  of  the  most  pros- 
perious  years  of  the  Board's  history. 
During  the  year  it  added  4S  mission¬ 
aries,  opened  471  mission  stations,  and 
acquired  or  Improved  367  pieces  of 
mission  property.  The  missionaries  of 
the  Board  distributed  42,511  Bibles, 
Testaments,  and  portions  of  the  Scrip¬ 
ture.  They  gave  out  2,006,010  pages  of 
tracts,  delivered  56.  524  sermons  and 
and  led  S433S  people  to  accept  Christ, 
addresses. 

To  the  various  missions  maintained 
by  the  Bomd  through  the  years,  six 
new  departments  of  work  have  been 
added  in  the  past  five  years — City 
Missions,  Rural  Missions,  Church 
Schools  of  Summer  Student 

^ork.  Radio,  Visual  Education,  and 
Veterans  Enlistment.  The  Board  is 
now  operating  in  twenty  fields  of  serv¬ 
ice,  reaching  into  every  field  of  need, 
and  preaching  the  gospel  through  its 
more  than  900  mlsalonarlea

1.  THE  MEXICANS.  The  Board  has  □ 
204  churches  and  missions,  twenty-  p 
seven  kindergardens,  19S  missionaries,  e 
and  church  properties  valued  at  $S46,-  o 
400.  This  property  has  been  acquired  [ 
in  the  last  ten  years. 

2.  THE  INDIANS.  In  this  field  the  t 
Board  has  72  churches  and  missions,  ^ 
95  missionaries,  two  mission  centers,  < 
and  property  valued  at  $80,900. 

S.  THE  FRENCH.  In  the  French  • 
field  In  South  Louisiana,  the  Board 
has  23  missionaries,  22  churches  and 
missions,  and  8  chapels,  with  property 
valued  at  $52,800. 

4.  THE 'ITALIANS.  The  Board  has 
4  churches  and  missions  among  the 
Italians  with  14  missionaries. 

5.  RESCUE  HOMES  AND  MISSION 
CENTERS.  The  Board  has  12  mission 
centers  and  2  rescue  homes,  with 
property  valued  at  $85,000. 

6.  THE  WESTERN  STATES.  In  the 
past  few  years  a  great  field  of  work 
has  been  opened  up  by  the  admission 
into  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
of  the  churches  in  Arizona  and  Cal¬ 
ifornia.  In  this  territory  there  are 
at  least  10,000,000  pe<9le,  7,000,000  of 
whom  are  unchurched.  The  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  is  co-operating  with  the 
state  mission  boards  in  these  western 
states.  There  are  151  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  churches  and  mission  stations 
in  Ariaona  and  California,  and  260,- 
000  unaffiliated  Southern  Baptists 
who  have  moved  into  this  section. 

7.  CITY  MISSIONS.  One  of  the  new 
departments  of  work  is  Qty  Missions.

in  this  radio  program  to  something 
like  one  million  people. 

The  Board  also  has  a  Spanish  pro¬ 
gram  over  radio  for  the  Mexicans. 

Dr.  McCall  is  broadcasting  in  Cilba, 
and  Rev.  Maurice  Aguillard,  our  mis¬ 
sionary  to  the  French  in  South  Louis¬ 
iana,  is  preaching  over  the  radio  to 
the  French. 

20.  VISUAL  EDUCATION.  This  is 
an  age  of  pictures.  The  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  is  planning  to  teach  mis¬ 
sions  through  the  eye  as  well  as 
through  the  ear.  Pictures  will  be 
available — both  moving  and  slides— 
for  our  churches. 

This  brief  sketch  gives  a  bird’s  eye 
view  of  the  work  of  the  Board  in  its 
various  fields  of  service.  The  purpoM 
of  the  Board  in  all  of  its  work  is  to 
evangelize  the  homeland  and  mobilize 
the  evangelized  for  world  conquest 
for  Christ. 

There  is  much  yet  to  be  done,  and  as 
I  see  it,  the  task  ahead  in  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  fields  is  more  fundamentally 
Important  In  the  ongoing  of  the  king¬ 
dom  of  God  than  ever  before.  There 
are  many  reasons  why  this  is  true. 

First,  our  homeland  will  be  more 
influential  and  powerful  in  the  world 
of  tomorrow  than  ever  before. 

In  the  second  place,  conditions  of 
travel  and  communication  will  make 
all  nations  neighbors.  We  must  make 
our  gospel  effective  in  the  life  of  our 
land  In  order  that  we  may  put  behind 
our  missionaries  the  impact  of  a  re¬ 
deemed  national  order. 

-  Third,  all  the  missionaries  we  can 
send  to  fields  afar  will  be  but  a  drib¬ 
ble  as  compared  with  the  vast  flood 
of  commercial  travelers  sent  into  all 
the  world  by  our  business  enterprises 
to  sell  our  wares.  Unless  we  can  con¬ 
vert  these  men  or  make  our  religious 
life  so  influential  In  our  homeland 
that  it  will  have  an  influence  upon 
the  men  who  go  abroad,  they  will 
I  do  vastly  more  to  paganize  the  world 
than  our  missionaries  can  do  to  Chris¬ 
tianize  it. 

>  Fourth,  in  the  world  of  tomorrow 
the-  people  of  all  nations  will  flock 
s  to  our  shores  to  study  in  our  univer¬ 
sities.  to  see  the  operation  of  our  eco- 
I  nondc  system,  and  to  study  our  ma- 
r  terial  achievements.  Shall  we  not  con-

One  Million  bibies 
Are  Available  Free 

The  War  Assets  Administration  has 
authorized  the  Chief  of  Chaplains  of 
the  United  States  Army,  Chaplain 
(Major  General)  Luther  D.  Miller,  to 
make  available,  free  of  charge,  ap¬ 
proximately  1,000,000  Bibles. 

During  the  war  years  the  War  De¬ 
partment  purchased  about  11,000,000 
Bibles.  The  King  James  version  was 
provided  for  Protestants;  the  Douay 
version  for  Roman  Catholics;  and  a 
version  prepared  by  Jewish  authori¬ 
ties,  for  the  men  of  the  Jewish  faith. 
There  Bibles  were  widely  distributed 
and  became  as  familiar  to  soldiers  as 
was  their  G.  I.  equipment.  Millions  of 
Bibles,  pocket-size,  were  tucked  under 
G.  I.  blankets  and  into  knapsacks. 

The  cessation  of  hostilities  found 
an  ample  supply  of  Bibles  on  hand. 
’The  Chief  of  Chaplains  of  the  United 
States  Army  will  supervise  the  free 
distribution  of  these  Bibles,  with  pri¬ 
ority  consideration  being  given  to  re¬ 
ligious,  educational  and  eleemosynary 
Institutions. 


A  recent  Mission  Revival  was  con¬ 
ducted  in  three  churches  in  the  Deer 
Creek  Association:  Rolling  Fork.

It 
ever  remains  true  that  great  men 
grow  in  quietngss.  Short  while  ago  I 
spent  a  delightful  week  in  a  school  of 
the  prophets  hidden  in  a  lovely  valley 
between  two  mountaihs  in  Kentucky. 
The  dust  of  things  does  not  blind  the 
eyes  of  those  mountain  boys  gathered 
there  to  learn  the  word  of  Ood.  the 
clsmgor  of  things  does  not  fill  their 
ears  as  they  listen  for  the  voice,  the 
lust  of  things  does  not  dull  their 
hearts.  Out  in  the  desert  where  Ood 
had  and  has  developed  so  many  great 
men,  grew  Paul,  under  the  nurture  of 
Him  who  speaks  in  a  still,  small  voice. 

His  Schoolmaster  was  his  Lord 
speaking  through  His  Spirit.  Paul  had 
experience  of  the  truth  and  verity  of 
the  promise  of  the  Master  to  the  dis¬ 
ciples  that  the  Spirit  would  come  to 
them  to  be  their  teacher,  to  guide 
them  into  all  the  truth.  Not  only  that, 
but  He  would  cause  them  to  remem¬ 
ber,  bring  to  their  memory,  that  is, 
review  them  in  all  that  Christ  had 
said,  either  by  word  of  mouth  to  them, 
or  by  the  mouths  of  the  prophets  of 
that  older  time.  And  the  subject  mat¬ 
ter.  the  text  was  the  Book,  the  Old 
Book.  Paul  had  great  respect  for  the 
Old  Book,  for  he  told  Timothy,  and 
to  him,  “From  a  child  thou  hast 
known  the  Holy  Scriptures,  which  are 
able  to  make  the  wise  unto  salvation 
through  faith  which  is  *  in  Christ 
Jesus”  (n  Timothy  3:15).  Our  Lord 
thought  so  as  He  walked  with  the  two 
on  the  Emmaus  road  and  in  Jerusa¬ 
lem  on  the  evening  of  the  same  day, 
when  he  said  to  them,  “All  things 
must  be  fulfilled,  which  were  written 
in  the  law  of  Moses,  and  in  the 
prophets,  and  in  the  Psalms,  con¬ 
cerning  Me.  Then  He  opened  their 
understanding,  that  they  might  un¬ 
derstand  the  scriptures”  (Luke  24:44- 
45).  Out  in  the  desert  Paul  learned, 
out  of  the  Holy  Text„  instructed  by 
the  Holy  Spirit.  He  had  an  open  mind 
to  the  truth  now. 

IV.  Subsequent  Career.  All  unto 
Jesus,  all  in  Jesus,  all  for  Jesus.  He 
was  not  occupied  by  the  dissensions  in 
the  churches,  not  taking  sides  with 
anybody.  He  just  wouldn’t  know  about 
those  things.  He  made  up  his  mind 
that  whatever  lesser  Interests  might 
engage  those  who  professed  a  like 
precious  faith  with  him,  such  as  what 
meats  they  ought  to  eat.  he  would 
know  nothing  among  them,  but  Jesus 
Christ  and  Him  crucified.  *

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  LESSON.  Pre¬ 
pared  by  Bracey  Campbell;  Lesson  for 
October  TwenUeth.  PAUL  TRAINS 
FOR  HIS  LIFE  WORK.— ACTS  7:10- 
27;  11:22-26;  Galatians  1:17-24.  I.  Im¬ 
portance  of  This  Period.  When  you 
study  the  ways  of  God  with  a  given 
man,  go  back  to  the  start  of  the  deal¬ 
ing  and  see  how  the  man  begins  his 
service.  Well  begun  is  half-ended,  a^d 
to  see  how  any  man  begins  is  to  un¬ 
derstand  whether  he  is  on  the  track 
of  truth  to  begin  with. 

Now  see  how  Paul  begins.  He  con¬ 
sorted  with  the  disciples  at  Damascus. 
Not  that  be  learned  from  them,  ex¬ 
cept  perhaps  as  to  their  customs  of 
worship  and  instruction,  but  he  was 
found  with  them.  And  being  in  com¬ 
pany  with  them,  he  began  to  speak  in 
the  sjmagogues  of  the  city,  proclaim¬ 
ing  Jesus  as  the  Son  of  God,  declar¬ 
ing  Jesus  to  be  the  Son  of  God,  an¬ 
nouncing  that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of 
God.  And  it  is  unthinkable  to  me  that 
what  Paul  declared  was  aught  else 
'  than  that  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  bom 
in  Bethlehem,  baptized  by  John  in 
Jordan,  crucified  by  Pilate  at  the  de¬ 
mand  of  the  Jewish  leaders,  buried  in 
Joseph’s  new-made  tomb,  and  raised 
from  the  dead  the  third  day  by  the 
power  of  the  Father,  was  and  is  the 
only  begotten  Son  of  the  Father,  full 
of  grace  and  truth.  In  other  words, 
Paul  began  right,  was  dn  the  right 
track,  had  the  heart  of  the  truth, 
was  abiding  in  the  truth  and  had  the 
truth  abiding  in  him.  Paul  did  not 
at  this  time  Ixow  the  whole  body 
of  Christian  truth  as  be  afterwards 
came  to  know  it.  but  he  had  it  all  in 
germ.  Paul’s  heart  was  right,  there¬ 
fore,  his  head  was  right,  therefore 
his  hand  was  right  to  do  the  things 
his  heart  longed  to  do  and  his  head, 
under  his  head,  planned.  Paul  had 
“Got  right  with  God’’^t  on  the  high¬ 
way,  and  now  be  started  out  right 
with  God  on  the  King's  Highway  of 
life. 

II.  Paul’s  Progress.  Of  course)  Set 
a  man’s  feet  in  the  right  way,  and  he 
will  learn  to  walk  in  it.  Set  a  man’s 
hands  to  doing  a  thing  in  the  right 
way,  and  he  will  become  efficient  in 
it.  “Practice  makes  perfect”.  Yes!  Pro¬ 
vided  the  practice  is  in  the  direction 
of  perfection.  Set  a  man  doing  some¬ 
thing  in  the  wrong  way,  and  the  more 
he  practices  the  wrongger  he  gets. 
Why  do  yon  think  of  Saul  as  having 
been  a  bad  man,  this  wonderful  Paul? 
I  had  a  teacher  who  kept  reminding 
us  that  Saul  was  a  killer,  a  bad  man, 
a  desperate  character.  But  the  Jewish 
leaders  did  not  so  regard  hhn.  While 
he  was  breathing  out  threatening  and 
slaughter  against  the  disciples,  the 
Jewish  rulers  no  doubt  discussed  him 
in  their  circles  as  a  worthy  young 
man.  But  in  those  days  he  was  at 
the  wrong  thing,  trying  to  do  good 
as  hard  as  he  ever  afterwards  tried 
to  do  good,  but  he  was  acting  from 
the  wrong  motive  with  reference  to 
the  .Messiah,  he  was  going  in  the 
arrong  direction.  But  now  his  feet  are 
set  In  the  good  way,  and  he  makes 
progress,  learns  to  do  the  work  of  the 
Lord  in  finer  manner.

In  1835  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  Lewis  Shuck 
reached  China  one  year  after  leaving 
Richmond.  What  a  contrast  are  the 
^aperiences  of  many  missionaries 
these  days!  On  Friday  morning,  Sep¬ 
tember  27,  seven  missionaries  bound 
for  Nigeria,  West  Africa,  boarded  an 
Air  France  plane  at  Laguardia  Field, 

New  York.  The  following  Tuesday  we 
had  a  cable  from  them  advising  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  that  they  had 
arrived  in  Nigeria,  and  six  days  later 
we  received  an  air  mall  letter  mailed 
by  one  of  the  missionaries  when  they 
arrived  in  Lagos. 


Wednesday  morning,  October  9,  a 
telegram  was  received  from  Dr.  Duke 
McCall,  executive  secretary  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  advising  the  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board  that  $3,666,157,  or 
103.9  per  cent  of  the  goal  of  $3,500,000 
had  already  been  received  by  the 
Nashville  office.  Dr.  McCall  expressed 
the  belief  that  the  relief  fund  will 
reach  $4,000,000  by  the  end  of  tfie  year. 

Dr.  W.  O.  Lewis,  general  secretary 
of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance,  is 
scheduled  to  leave  around  October  16 
for  a  visit  to  war-stricken  lands  in 
Europe  and  is  quite  hopeful  of  being 
permitted  to  enter  war  zones.

Dr.  Harris  Writes 
From  Chinese  Field 

In  a  letter  from  Kalfeng,  China, 
Dr.  H.  M.  Harris  describes  the  infla¬ 
tion  that  exists  in  that  country,  and 
tells  of  the  fighting  between  Nation¬ 
alists  and  Communists.  The  fighting 
has  come  close  at  times,  and  is  very 
bitter,  according  to  Dr.  Harris  who 
longs  for  peace  that  the  Kingdom 
work  may  advance  without  hind¬ 
rances. 

The  gospel  opportunities,  if  peace 
can  come,  are  unlimited,  according 
to  the  missionary,  who  says  they  have 
a  good  force  of  missionaries,  and 
Christian  workers. 

Speaking  of  inflation,  he  said  he 
paid  50  cents  for  one  gla.ss  of  milk 
in  Shanghai,  and  even  a  poor  grade 
of  sugar  costs  $1.50  a  pound.  The 
Christians  are  not  cast  down,  but  are 
full  of  hope  that  God’s  Cause  will  go 
forward  regardless  of  conditions,  he 
said.

Present  plans  call  for  Northern  Bap¬ 
tists  to  use  specially  prepared  postcards 
and  printed  stickers  as  a  means  of 
protest  to  radio  and  film  executives, 
newspaper  editors  and  publishers.
